The old question of how salt the 


ocean is may soon be answered. Coast 
guard cutters are to make surveys of 
various parts of the North Atlantic for 
salt content, and additional data on 
ocean currents is expeotexLto be gained, 
as different currents are said to differ 
appreciably In the amount of salt they 
contain.

The bureau of standards has devel- 


oped a unique-apparatus wliich will be 
usedjn the survey, and preliminary 
trials have already Indicated it will be 
successful. It takes^jxdvantage o'f the 
fact that electrical resistance of sea 
water changes markedly with change in 
salt contest. A cell in the instrument 
Is first, filled with -water whose salt 
content is known, and then with a 
sample of .the water- to be tested. The 
inference in the two. electrical resist- 
ance readings-taken Is a measure of the 
difference in salt,

The salt of the seas varies, consider, 


ably with location. It was said. For in- 
stance, the Gulf stream, which has been 
eippsed-to the hot-tropic sun will have 
lost much, -water through^ evaporation 
and whl be saltier than the Labrador 
current, which is fed by fresh water 
from the ice and'snows .of Greenland.
